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THE LIBRARY SERVICES ACT 
AND ALABAMA

he Library Services Act was signed in 

» 1956. At the end of July Congress 

e an appropriation of part of the funds 

orized by the Act. At present only the 

¢ allocation of $40,000.00 to each state 

vailable and these funds will not be re- 

ased until after the interpretation of the 

_ and the establishment of rules and reg- 

ations governing the Act have been com- 

pleted by the legal section of the Department 

of Health, Education and Welfare. Regional 

meetings of state library officials and mem- 

bers of the federal agency are underway, 

for examination and discussion of the tenta- 
tive draft of the rules and regulations. 

Alabama, represented by Miss Mullen and 
Mrs. Elizabeth Beamguard, participated in 
the Southern regional meeting in Nashville, 
Tennessee, September 27, 28 and 29. Other 
regional conferences will be held in Octo- 
ber. These conferences have shown some 
difficulties with interpretation of the Act 
which need to be ironed out before the 
full intent of the Act can be realized. At 
present it is anticipated that Alabama will 
begin its actual participation in the Act 
in January 1957. The majority of the 
states at the Nashville conference expect 
this to be the case. 

Alabama will have a slightly complicated 
financial procedure in that funds used in 
connection with the Act will all have to be 
figured on the federal fiscal year of July 1 
to June 30 rather than Alabama’s fiscal 
year of October 1 to September 30. Once 
the financial reporting is set up for this 
year it should not be too difficult for the 
libraries concerned. 


The following statement is a brief de- 
scription of a plan for public library de- 


velopment in Alabama, one which can 
make effective use of federal funds, but 
also a plan which could be developed 
under various circumstances. It is a pro- 
gressive plan, starting in part of the state 
and adding other parts in succeeding years. 


With use of federal funds, it is hoped that 
all areas of the state will be participating 
in the plan at the end of five years. 

The plan and its standards are in line 
with the Public Library Service Division’s 
established policy for regional library de- 
velopment under effective local control and 
in accordance with the public library laws 
of Alabama. 

Elements of the plan calling for the use 
of federal funds in part are: 

Strengthen the Public Library Service 
Division by (a.) additional personnel, es- 
pecially field personnel; (b.) strengthening 
reference and technical services to local 
libraries from the Division; (c.) furnishing 
supplies and equipment needed for extra 
personnel and services. 

Development grants to already establish- 
ed regional libraries to help bring: more 
qualified personnel; more library materials; 
improved and expanded services; larger 
services areas where feasible. 

Establishment grants to new _ regional 
libraries, bringing together present small 
units of service and unserved areas, to 
furnish: personnel; library materials; library 
service through bookmobiles and commun- 
ity libraries. 

The following standards have been pro- 
posed: 

1. New regional systems will be legally 
established under Alabama law. 

2. The population of new regional libra- 
ries will approach 100,000 as nearly as pos- 
sible and free library service will be made 
available to all persons in the region. 

3. Local and state funds will be avail- 
able in the region, from the beginning. 

4. Federal funds will be used in each 
region for two years only, with a large 
establishment grant the first year and a 
smaller grant the second year. A formula 
allocation of federal funds is under con- 
sideration, consisting of a basic allocation 
plus a per capita allocation.

I realize that in times past we have felt 
that preparing materials for use best gives 
the librarian an opportunity to know what 
is in her collection. I am convinced, how- 
ever, that the same advantage can accrue if 
the librarian applies some of her “saved” 
time to studying materials as they come to 
her library from the central office. Changes 
and additions may be made to the catalog 
where local conditions justify such. 

Many of these central agencies also have 
certain collections of materials which are 
sent in turn to, or on demand from, schools 
of the system, thereby supplementing the 
collections and preventing undue duplica- 
tion. An example of this is the Materials 
Bureau of the well-known Parker District, 
Greenville, South Carolina which handles 
centrally all types of teaching materials, 
readers, unit books, pamphlets, etc., which 
must be duplicated beyond the number 
usually considered for school libraries. Last 
summer, while directing a workshop on the 
University of Kentucky campus, Sue Hefley 
of the Webster Parish, Louisiana, told an 
interesting story of how she works with li- 


brarians of her parish system in equalizing 
library service in all schools and made you 
want to go out and start something com- 
parable. 

One type which lends itself to distribution 
from a centrally located collection, of course, 


is audio-visual materials. This applies es- 
pecially to films which are expensive, re- 
quire special treatment as to heat and mois- 
ture control and are soon outdated and out- 
moded, and all of the projection equipment. 
No school, it seems to me, is justified in 
attempting to supply audio-visual materials 
altogether from the school library. Too 
often the major portion of the budget for 
the school library collection must go to 
purchase and maintain the newly organized 
audio-visual materials. The administering 
of audio-visual materials may consume more 
than a proportionate part of the school li- 
brarian’s time which should be given rather

Another service which might be worked 
out on a system-wide basis is some plan 
whereby school libraries cooperate in sharing 
materials, rather than duplicating them in 
every library. I have no suggested plan for 
accomplishing this, nor do I know of any 
system which has tried the idea. I do sug- 
gest that college libraries have been success- 
ful with such a plan. In 1953 I taught sum- 
mer courses at the University of North Caro- 
lina. Every morning as I reported for 
classes, a van was being loaded with books 
to be transported on loan to Duke University 
12 miles away. In the afternoons, it re- 
turned with books requested from Duke for 
use by students and faculty at Chapel Hill. 
Two high schools in the same system will 
vary as to curricula and such differences 
will be rightly reflected in their library col- 
lections. School No. 1 has a strong art de- 
partment and a good collection of fine arts 
books. School No. 2 might then have only 
a minimum collection of fine arts and bor- 
row from School No. 1 when more material 
is needed. On the other hand, No. 2 may 
be a vocational school and concentrate on 
“How-to-do-it” books to be loaned on de- 
mand to No. 1. It might not be feasible to 
thus exchange books in all types of litera- 
ture. Yet there is actually no reason why 
both schools should have all the “Black 
Stallion” titles, or the Tunis sports books, 
or all of the books by Zim, or the whole 
collection of “Firsts” books or “Real” books. 
And would it not be nice to bundle up your 
collection of teen-age books, or mystery 
stories, or career or science fiction and send 
to a neighbor school, receiving in return a 
similar collection which its have 
exhausted?

hich brings me to mention what all 
sch ol librarians deplore and other librarians 
crit size about school libraries. They are 
clo. -d so much of the time! Many school 
libi ries, especially where both teachers and 
pu; :ls travel by bus, are used only within 
the actual hours of the school day. School 
library materials are not available to children 
during vacation, especially summers, when 
presumably there is time for reading. This 
is even more deplorable when there is not 
adequate public library service, as in most 
of Kentucky. The increased use of summer 
programs for schools will change this some- 
what, though I have not yet observed a 
summer program that makes large use of 
library materials. If the trend of paying 
the school librarian for an extra month be- 
comes widespread, some plan may evolve 
for the use of library materials during that 
period. Certainly we cannot expect school 
librarians to give their services beyond the 
call of duty. 

During early childhood, I attended a rural 
school where the library was housed in a 
golden-oak bookcase with a glass door, 
locked against intruders. My mother, an 
early advocate of good books for children, 
conceived the idea of moving the library in 
turn each vacation to the home of the trus- 
tees. The summer the library occupied a 
place in our parlor proved a memorable ex- 
perience. I served as librarian and circulated 
the books. Not only was there always a 
book awaiting the leisure moment, which on 
a South Carolina farm half-a-century ago 
was hard come by, but more than the usual 
number of friends and cousins came to spend 
the afternoon playing and to borrow a book 
as the shades of evening fell. Without the 
golden-oak bookcase, I hardly see how it 
could be managed but I should like to dupli- 
cate that experience for modern children 
who even in this television age, still find 
time for a good book. 


\nd, speaking of television, have you 
decided where in your library will be the 
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best location for the television set? In 1954 
one of my summer school students, describ- 
ing her own library situation, announced 
calmly that the television set was on top 
of the card catalog. Now, I have seen 
television sets in a few schools, either in the 
assembly room or cafeteria, but in the li- 
brary on top of the card catalog was cer- 
tainly an innovation! Yet who am I to say 
that 30 years from now that may not be 
common procedure? 


Which leads me to plant a caution which 
I feel needs planting. Now don’t misunder- 
stand me! No school librarian believes more 
firmly than I that the school library is an 
integral part of the total school program and 
that the school librarian should share as far 
as time permits in all school activities. How- 
ever, I also believe that in an effort to prove 
ourselves and our libraries, we are in danger 
of gross over reaching. I reflect here only 
what I observe or hear school librarians say. 
To be specific: School libraries are crowded 
every period because of the growing ten- 
dency to allow anybody to come whether or 
not he has library business. In an effort to 
have the library become the center of school 
activities, it just about has! Students re- 
quest a conference room to plan committee 
reports or work on joint assignments. They 
also plan school activities, not concerned 
with class work or library use and some out 
of school activities as well. Teachers work 
with pupils on every sort of activity whether 
or not the use of library materials is in- 
dicated. With no conference room avail- 
able, some of this spills over into the reading 
room itself. Teachers, feeling that library 
work is admirable, bring classes to the li- 
brary, with or without previous arrangement, 
and sometimes without a well-defined pro- 
ject on which to work. The picture may be 
further confused if the teacher takes this 
period to grade papers or compile grades. 
In crowded schools where every inch of 
space is at a premium, a situation common 
now to schools, the library is probably the 
first to sacrifice. It becomes, therefore, a 
home room, or classroom for part or all 
the school day. The library, especially if 
it houses also the study hall, is subject to

ties. I realize the time has passed when 
users stand in awe at the threshold of the 
library before entering. At the same time, 
the pendulum has probably swung too far 
when they wipe their feet on the welcome 
mat. 

In conclusion, we have come a long way 
in school library development in the South 
these past 30 years. There is still a long 
way to go and much more needs to be ac- 
complished. Briefly, we must all work to- 
gether toward the following objectives for 
school library service: 

1. A central library in every school, re- 
gardless of the level. Until consolidation is 
realized in all areas, small schools may need 
to be supplied with library service from a 
system-wide collection. 

2. A capable, trained librarian or teacher- 
librarian for every school library. The school 
librarian of the future will have teacher 
training and experience in teaching where- 
ever possible. 

3. A central department in every system 
for handling routine processes and supplying 
supplementary materials. Such an organ- 
ization might also supply library service to 
the very small schools. 

4. Teachers with a knowledge of and skill 
in the utilization of books and other library 
materials for children and young people. 
Much potential library service lags because 
not all teachers realize its value or know 
how to use it. 


5. Administrators who are library minded 
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to the extent that they understand fully 
what constitutes good school library service 
and will see that the library is adequately 
supported and that the librarian has suf- 
ficient help to make adequate library service 
possible. 

6. An increasing number of capable young 
people interested in library work as a career 
who may be trained to fill the gaps in 
Many of my genera- 
tion of librarians, even as I, are no longer 
active school librarians. Library training 
agencies are not turning out school librarians 
in sufficient numbers to meet the increasing 
shortage. 

7. Continued in-service training where 
school librarians and teachers work together 
on common problems and plan for a better 
type of school library service in the years 
ahead. 

8. Patrons who, convinced of the es- 
sential value of school library service will 


tax themselves to provide it for their school.

Alabama’s Sand Mountain, as any of 
its residents will tell you at the drop of 
a census table, is the most thickly popu- 
lated rural area in the United States. 
It has another claim to distinction as the 
site of Snead Junior College, a Methodist- 
sponsored two-year coeducational school. 

The W. W. Norton Library on the 
Snead campus was founded and is striv- 
ing to meet the needs not only of the 
students at the College but also of the 
town and rural residents of the whole 
Sand Mountain area. Since most of the 
towns are too small to be able to provide 
library facilities, Snead is helping to 
meet a need that would otherwise go 
largely unmet. 

The Norton Library, in its handsome 
Georgian red-brick building, was erected 
in 1940. The largest financial gifts were 
those of Mrs. Henry Pfeiffer, New York 
City, and publisher W. W. Norton, also 
of New York, after whom the Library 
was named at Mrs. Pfeiffer’s insistance. 

Guiding its work since its inception has 
been Miss Annis Smith, who took her 
library degree at Western Reserve Uni- 
versity. Most of Miss Smith’s help has 
been from students; the College has a

“workshop” program which includes sev- 
eral positions for the issuance and care | 
of books and periodicals and the upkeep _ || 
of the building. 

A policy of open stacks was adopted || 
when the library was moved from the 
second floor of the administration build- 
ing. “We are not primarily trying to 
accumulate scholarly materials,” Miss 
Smith says, “but to make books of every 
needed kind available to our young stu- 
dents and our neighbors, and to give 
them experience in moving comfortably 
among books.”

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HISTORY OF “BOBBSEY TWINS”

‘he following article about boaks for 
chi iren is supplied by the head of the 
chi lren’s department of the Charleston 
Frc Library and appeared in the News 
anc Courier and in the South Carolina 
Libyary Bulletin in May 1956. It is cited 
in she October 1956 issue of the Wilson 
Library Bulletin.) 

As we have read the articles about the 
Bobbsey Twins recently published in the 
News and Courier, we remembered an ac- 
count that appeared years ago in Fortune— 
April 1934. 

The article entitled “For It Was Indeed 
He,” told of Edward Stratemeyer, the 
author of the Bobbsey Twins, who wrote 
under hundreds of nom de plumes, Laura 
Lee Hope being one of them. Other well 
known pseudonyms were Arthur M. Win- 
field (Rover Boys), Victor Appleton (Tom 
Swift), Clarence Young (Motor Boys), Roy 
Rockwood (Bomba), Carolyn Keene (Nan- 
cy Drew). 

“For It Was Indeed He” begins with a 
quotation from Anthony Comstock’s “Traps 
for the Young”: “The cheap works of 
fiction pervert taste. They defraud the 
future man or woman by capturing and 
enslaving the young imagination. Wild 
fancies and exaggerations supplant aspira- 
tions for that which ennobles and exalts”. 

The article goes on to tell of the work 
of that Homeric scribe, Edward Starte- 
meyer. The substances of this well docu- 
mented and scholarly article were revealing. 

Stratemeyer either wrote himself or con- 
ceived for others to write over 800 books. 
He employed hack writers to whom he 
would give a three-page typewritten outline 
in which the time elements, names of 
characters, their destinies, were logically 
arranged. 


rs 
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These hacks were given from a week to 
a month to enlarge the outline into a book. 
Upon completing a job, writer was given 
from $50 to $250, and he released all 
claims to ownership. These hirelings were 
merely cogs in a machine. Stratemeyer 


never allowed them to meet one another 
in his office. They saw him only by ap- 
pointment and the appointments never over- 
lapped. 

These books have 
literary excellence. 


few pretentions to 
They are accounts of 
the superhuman exploits of adolescent he- 
roes, whose deeds surpass those of the 
bravest and most sagacious men. 

The nucleus of each theme is that a hero 
cannot fail. Holding each volume together 
are the threads of some hair-raising ad- 
venture. The action whirls lickety-split 
like an express train from the first to the 
last chapter. 

Before speaking further of Stratemeyer, 
however, there should be said something 
about his predecessor, Gilbert Patten, prob- 
ably the first writer to exploit the self-per- 
petuating series for boys about boys. 

In 1896, Patten wrote the first “Frank 
Merriwell” under the pseudonym of Burt 
L. Standish. Before he finished, Patten 
wrote 775 Merriwell books. It was “Frank 
Merriwell” that Stratemeyer used as _ his 
pattern for the “Rover Boys”. There was 
one essential difference, however, the Mer- 
riwell books sold for a nickel. Parents who 
appraised literature in terms of cash, felt 
that the Merriwells were _ undesirable. 
Clever Mr. Stratemeyer, however, who 
wrote the same things, put his novels in 
board covers and sold them at prices 
varying from a dollar to twenty-five cents. 

The Rover Boys came out under the 
pseudonym of Arthur M. Winfield, for at 
the very beginning of his career, Strate- 
meyer decided that he must have a nom de 
plume. Arthur was chosen as the nearest 
approach to author; M was chosen to repre- 
sent the millions of copies of his books 
which he hoped to see in print; Winfield ex- 
pressed his idea of winning in his chosen 
field. Incidentally, he died a millionaire. 

One of Stratemeyer’s most powerful op- 
ponents was Franklin Mathiews, chief li- 
brarian of the Boy Scouts of America. The 
state of literature in the early 1900’s ap-

palled Mr. Mathiews. He took action by 
going to Grosset and Dunlap, who also 
published Stratemeyer’s books, and induced 
them to reprint in 50 cent editions the 
works of better authors—Altsheler, Barbour, 
Heyliger. 

Mr. Mathiews then wrote an article for 
The Outlook entitled “Blowing Out the 
Boy’s Brains.” 

Mr. Mathiews wrote: “One of the most 
valuable assets a boy has is his imagination. 
Story books of the right sort stimulate and 
conserve this noble faculty. The cheaper 
sort by overstimulation debauch and vitiate 
and body are debauched and 
vitiated by strong drink.” 

“Blowing Out the Boy’s Brains” swept 
the country. In one large city, mothers 
stood in the book stories begging the would- 
be purchasers not to buy the items it criti- 
cized. Disgruntled booksellers packed up 
their Tom Swifts, etc., etc., and shipped 
them back to the publishers.

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Stratemeyer was furious. He threate ed 
to sue but was told by Grosset and Durlap 
that if he did, they would be compellec. to 
take sides, and they were not sure w! ich 
side they would choose.

Fortune concludes “It Was Indeed fie” 
with this paragraph: “But the fifty cent 
juvenile is not dead. Not by a long shot. 
Publishers will tell you today that even sich 
moss-backed old standbys as the “Rover 
Boys” are Rip Van Winkle-like coming 
back to life. Tripe they were in the be- 
ginning, tripe they are now, and tripe they 
always will be. But a wise publisher knows 
to his profits that they are pap to the 
maturing mind and most delectable pap to 


boot.”
